Yet 
Joseph Burdick Is Alive 
Frohably Will Kecover.

Although

W ILL FOOT UP § 500,000. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Ta­ 
rions Bources for tke Benefit 
of “Democrat” Readers. 
\ 


People talk about one-half mil­ 
lion dollars or more as the total 
•cost to the Alton road of the 
wreck near this city, says the Mar­ 
shall Democraf-News. 
About a hundred thousand is 
estimated as the cost of the equip­ 
ment destroyed. 
Another hundred 
thousand will likely hav e to be 
paid for the twenty or more killed 
in the wreck. 
The Missouri statutes allow no 
mo re than $^,o co to be collected 
fo r each of these, but there seems 
to be no reason why in this case 
less should be accepted by the sur­ 
v iv ors of any of the v ictims. 
Still another hundred thousand 
would be a v ery moderate estimate 
for the damages that will hav e to 
be paid to ov er fifty badly injured 
surv iv ors. 
Put down next a stiff entry for 
incidental expenses and the inter­ 
ruption of traffic, and one or two 
hundred thousand for the div ersion 
o f passenger business that almost 
inv ariably follows the news of a 
big wreck on any road, and it will 
be seen that a half million a is 
moderate enough estimate. 


Place Blame for Wreck. 
J. H. Barrett, general superin­ 
tendent of the Chicago and Alton 
railway, and W. H. Starr, super­ 
intendent of the western div ision, 
held a *‘wreck” inv estigation at 
the div ision office in the union 
depot in Kansas City Friday. The 
train dispatchers and surv iv ing 
trainmen of the two trains were 
examined. 
At the conclusion of 
the inv estigation Mr. Starr said : 
“ The fault of the wreck rested

The showing of the rejiort 
is peculiar and interestiug in many 
features. 
The number of railways in the 
hands of receivers on J une 30, 
1900, was fifty-two, there being a 
net decrease of nineteen, as com­ 
pared with the corresponding date 
of the previous year. 
On J une 30, 1900, the total sin­ 
gle track railway mileage in the 
LTnited 
States 
was 
193,345.78 
miles, an increase during the year 
of 4,031.12 
miles being shown. 
TIiis is a greater increase tlian that 
for any other year since 1S93. 
The states and teriitories which 
show’ an increase in mileage in ex ­ 
cess of 100 miles are Alabama, Ar­ 
kansas, California, Idaho, Illinois, 
Towa, Louisiana, Minnesota, Mis­ 
sissippi, Nebraska,North Carolina, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, South Car­ 
olina, Tex as and Oklahoma.

been owing a number of years. 
Several years ago 
Crowe was 
under arrest in this city on the 
charge of train robbery. 
He em­ 
ployed Senator Brewster to defend 
him. 
Crowe was in jail several 
months and, with other prisoners, 
escaped. 
He was recaptured and 
served a term in the penitentiary 
for jail breaking. 
T he charge of train robbery w l s 
finally dismissed, as the case was 
not a strong 
one. 
A fter serving 
his term in prison Crowe returnea 
to St. Joseph on his w ay to O m a­ 
ha and was supplied by Brewster 
w ith sufficient funds to 
reach his 
home. 
A t that time, and in rnany 
of

letters 
Cco»^e afterward 
wrote to his attorney, he pr^omised 
to pay the 
lawyer 
his 
fee if

could get the money. 
N o letter accompanied the draft, 
but it is supposed tha^» Crowe has 
been 
in 
South 
A frica 
several 
months. 
The fact that he is there, 
it is believed by the officers here, 
establishes his guilt in the Cudahy 
..kidnapping case. 
E dw ard Cudahy, 15 years old, 
the only son 
of the 
millionaire 
packer of Omaha, was kidnapped 
the night of December 18, 1900, 
from his father’s home in Omaha. 
A letter was sent 
to 
the 
boy’s 
father demanding 2525,000 ransom. 
Torture was threatened. 
Mr. Cudahy carried the $25,000 
in gold to the appointed place and 
his son w 4 s returned to him. 
The 
police failed to find any track of 
the kidnappers 
other 
than 
the 
horse that had been used and the 
house to which young Cudahy had 
been carried. 
A few days after this the disap­ 
pearance of “ P a t” 
Crowe from 
Omaha was noticed.

and another led the officers to be­ 
lieve him the leader of the kidnap­ 
pers.
